Aug. l l — Repre­ 
sentatives from the Federal Board 
for Vocational Education have been 
sent to each of the district offices 
to explain new regulations in the 
administration of the vocational re­ 
habilitation law. 
These regulations 
were revised to meet the require­ 
ments of recent changes in the law 
as amended by congress. 
By this 
recent legislation the benefits of the 
rehabilitation act are extended to 
ail persons disabled in the service 
— this, 
of course, 
includes 
those 
suffering with tuberculosis. 
The 
Federal Board is given the entire 
responsibility 
of 
determining the 
right to and need for vocational 
training of those persons whose dis­ 
ability prohibits a return to former 
occupations .and who are unable 
without training to carry oil in a 
gainful one. 
The support of the 
disabled man, with that of his de­ 
pendents, is entirely the responsi­ 
bility of the Federal Board during 
his period of training. 
The scale 
of payments made to men in train­ 
ing range from $80 a month, for 
the man with no dependents, to 
$150 for the married man with six 
or more children.

graduated payments is also made 
for the widower with children and

ORGANIZED LABOR SAYS NO 
“Organized Labor Says No” is the title of a little 
leaflet gotten out by the National Civil Liberties Bureau 
of New York and containing reprints of three resolu­ 
tions opposing restrictions upon freedom of speech and 
of the press adopted by labor bodies with an aggregate 
affiliated membership of over four million. 
These re­ 
prints are indeed good evidence that organized labor 
does say “No” to any attempt to limit free speech and 
a free press in time of peace. In the sober words of the 
Executive Council of American Federation of Labor, ap­ 
proved and re-affirmed by the Convention at Atlantic 
City in June, “the very life and perpetuity of free and 
democratic institutions are dependent upon freedom of 
speech, of the press and of assembly and association.” 
Organized labor does not intend violence or revolution. 
There is no doubt about that. But there is also no doubt 
that organized labor has set its face like flint against 
the attempts of those who, in fear of violence and revolu­ 
tion, would curb fundamental democratic liberties. 
No specific legislation is mentioned in the resolu­ 
tions reprinted but it is likely that the framers had in 
mind enactments like that proposed by Senator King 
{section 1686) the dangers of which were lately pointed 
out by Professor Chaffee of the Harvard Law School.

OKLAHOMA CITY, 
Aug. 
l l . — 
The official crop report for Okla­ 
homa, issued joiutly last week by 
the U. S. Department of Agricul­ 
ture and the State Board of Agri­ 
culture 
shows 
marked 
deteriora­ 
tion in the growing condition of 
corn as a result of the lack of rain­ 
fall during the past month in the 
central, northern and eastern sec­ 
tions of the state where much of 
the corn was late and upland crops 
were fired badly by the first of 
the month. 
The condition figure 
as determined 
from 
all available 
sources of Information wqs 76 per 
cent of normal as against 95 per 
cent last month, 25 per cent Aug­ 
ust I. 1918; 30 per cent August I. 
1917, 
and 
a 
10-year average of 
about 56 per cent. 
On the basis 
of the estimated planted acreage 
this year, 3,088,OOO. the condition 
figures 76 per cent forecasts a crop 
of approximately 65.713.OO** bush­ 
els. 
The early corn in the south­ 
ern portions of the state was ma­ 
tured to a considerable degree dur­ 
ing the early part of July, or be­ 
fore the dry weather of the past 
month set in. 
Much of the corn in j 
the central sections will be dam­ 
aged in quality. 
The heaviest de­ 
terioration in the state occurs in 
the 
north-central 
counties 
where 
there is a drop of fully 41 points, 
and 
27 
points in the northeast,; 
while the deterioration ranges from 
l l to 15 points in other sections. 
Even with this reduction in pros­ 
pect. the state will raise almost 
as much corn, even on a reduced 
acreage as was raised in 1917 and 
1918 
combined. 
Winter Wheat Report. 
The 
preliminary 
estimate 
on 
yield per acre of winter wheat is 
14.0 bushels which places the Ok­ 
lahoma crop at about 
50.204,000 
bushels. 
This is a reduction of 
about 7.360.000 bushels from the 
forecasted crop of 57.573,000 based 
on the July 1st condition of 95 
per cent. 
Many ol the fields showr- 
ing 
such 
excellent 
prospects last 
mouth 
we re 
disappointing 
when 
they were threshed out, some wheat 
in local communities were disap­ 
pointing when they were threshed 
out. some wheat in local commun.- 
ties was lost on account 
of the 
continued and excessive rains, stem 
rust developed just before harvest 
in the central and northern sections 
such that the quality was damaged 
some. 
The interest in Oklahoma s 
wheat crop has been most tense 
trroughout the entire season; with 
the heaviest planted acreage, com­ 
ing through the winter with the 
highest condition, and suffering no 
particular deterioration until Just 
before harvest when the continued 
rains during 
flowering, 
maturing 
and harvesting period .caused some 
light yields. 
The leaf and stem 
rust 
infestation 
was probably 
as 
heavy as ever known in this sec­ 
tion. 
There has been but little inter­ 
ference in threshing on account of 
rains except in the southwestern 
part of the state, where rains were 
heavy about 
the 
middle 
of 
the 
month. 
With this slight reduction 
from the 
original 
forecasts, 
the 
1919 crop is the largest ever raised 
in Oklahoma. 
Sorghum and Broomcorn. 
There is but slight deterioration 
in the lack in the condition of grain 
sorghums, which is 85 per cent as 
against 89 per cent last month, due 
to the lack of general 
rains at 
this time. 
The earlier kafirs are 
heading nicely in most sections of 
the state but need rain and cultiva­ 
tion. 
Some crops have been dam­ 
aged to some extent in the western 
sections by the grasshoppers. 
Con­ 
siderable sowed sorghums for hay 
have been cut during 
the latter 
part of the month on account of 
the dry weather prevailing at that 
time.

The medals bestowed on 
Captain Woodfin are the Croix del 
Guerre, the Congressional Medal of 
Honor, 
the Chevalier de Legion,; 
and

medal. 
The Montenegrin govern-;

purposes to add still another deco­ 
ration to the captain’s list. 
Capt. 
Woodfin 
won 
the 
Con­ 
gressional medal for displaying ex­ 
ceptional 
courage 
in 
capturing 
three machine guns, which held up 
btl company, M, of the 60th Infant- 
try, at Cunel, France, on Oct. 12. 
1918. 
During the fighting, accord­ 
ing to the citation printed in The 
Stars and Stripes, Capt. Woodfin 
killed foul 
men on one machine 
gun, seven on another and some 
on the third and captured three. 
The Captain’s father also was a 
Hoosier 
and 
a 
fighter, 
having 
served in the Mexican war and in 
the Union army in the Civil war, 
rising to the rank of Captain.

tain Woodfin attributes much of his 
success in 
the world 
war to he 
fact that he is an expert rifle and I 
pistol shot and to his knowledge! 
of woodcraft, which Tie attained in I 
hunting here and in Alaska.

that he used in hunting wild ani­ 
mals.

WASHINGTON. D. C.. Aug. l l . 
— “The War Department has today 
decided to stop the campaign for 
public 
building 
throughout 
the 
United States,” it 
has 
been 
an­ 
nounced by Colonel Arthur Woods, 
assistant to the secretary of war. 
This decision was taken because 
the decrease of unemployment in 
many localities has been so marked 
that some difficulty Is reported in 
obtaining soldier labor for the nor­ 
mal industrial operations. 
It is 
therefore considered that the fur­ 
ther stimulation of public building 
at this time would be inadvisable. 
The energies devoted in the past 
to the stimulation of public build­ 
ing, it was further decided, will 
now' be turned particularly into as­ 
sisting 
professional 
and 
technical 
men in finding Jobs. 
The work of 
placing this class of ex-soldiers pre­ 
sents 
unusual difficulties because 
the aemand for the high grade of 
ability possessed by these men Is 
not at present in such great de­ 
mand as ordinary labor.

! campaign .however, is being con­ 
ducted to secure information from; 
trade associations .technical socie­ 
ties, professional societies and large 
employers with a view to finding
